Guide to good packaging: 


e Use a heavy shipping box that is larger than 
the content. 


¢ Fill up the box with shock-absorbent material such 
as bubble wrap or polystyrene chips, so that the 
content stays stable in the box. 


e lf the parcel contains several parts, pack them 
separately so that they can not damage each other. 


e Place the content at least 6 cm from the sides, 
top and bottom of the box. 


e Close all box openings with strong tape that is 
at least five centimeters wide. 


e Dangerous goods in limited quantities should 
always be packed in shock-absorbent material and 
placed in the center of a larger box filled with either 
bubble wrap or foam chips. If necessary, contact 
your safety advisor for specific guidance.
